Jurors in 
Speck Case 
Elusive

PEORIA, HI. (AP) - The 


trial of Richard Speck, charged 
with the murder of eight nurses, 
entered its second week today 
with prosecution 
and defense 


still searching for the elusive 
first panel of jurors. 


The principals in the trial - 


Judge 
Herbert 
C. 
Paschen, 


prosecutor William Martin and 
defense attorney Gerald Getty 
— spent the weekend recess in 
their 
Chicago-area 
homes. 


Judge 
Paschen 
prepared 
his 


reply to a suit filed in the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court by the Chi- 
cago Tribune, charging that his 
limitations on news coverage 
violate freedom of the press. 


Speck, 25, was in his base- 


ment cell at the Peoria County 
Courthouse. The defendant, who 
appeared bored during most of 
the first week of jury selection, 
relaxed on his rollaway bunk, 
exercised in his small cellblock 
and read paperback books. 


A portable shower has been 


placed in the cellblock across 
from Speck's cell. His meals are 
brought from the Peoria County 
Jail, about 100 yards away. 


The trial was moved from 


Chicago, scene of the murder of 
the eight nurses last July 14, to 
Peoria on a change of venue. 


Three venires — groups of 


prospective jurors — were Im- 
paneled the first week, a total of 
124 persons. Three tentative ju- 
rors remained at week's end. A 
full panel of four prospects was 
tendered several times, but in 
each instance the prosecution or 
the defense challenged a pre- 
viously accepted member. 


State law requires that a jury 


be sworn in three panels of four 
and a panel of two alternates.

24 Cadets 
Involved 
In Cheating 
COLORADO sPRmos, Cob, 


(AP) - TwentHouf eadets at 
the Air Force Academy are 
being questioned in the latest 
cheating scandal after the nutn* 
ber of resignations rose to 36, 


three cadets resigned Sunday 


after admitting they had broken 
the honor code, which says 
"We will not He, steal or cheat, 
t>t tolerate among us anyone 
who does." 


The cheating centered around 


the passing of test information 
to classmates who were to take 
the same test later in the day. 
All but 5 of the 36 who have re» 
signed were directly involved 
in the cheating, 


The five cadets not directly 


involved were found guilty of 
"toleration" under the honor 
code because they knew of the 
exchange of information and did 
not report it, 


Rev. Francis J, Gilchrist, the 


Roman Catholic chaplain at the 
academy, told the cadets in his 
Sunday sermon that while the 
honor code is strict, it is neces- 
sary to national security, 


"It is a different, difficult and 


honorable life," he said, "but it 
is lived with honorable men. 
The toleration of wrong is uni- 
versally known as thieves' hon- 
or. Are we thieves?" he asked 
the cadets. 


"As we are growing up we are 


told not to tattle on others. But 
there is a real difference be- 
tween a runny-nosed kid and a 
military man," he said. 


Officials at the academy say 


they have been unsuccessful at 
finding the cause for the latest 
honor code violations. 


"We have run all available 


information 
through 
comput- 


ers," said Lt. Col. Lawrence 
Tacker, public information offi- 
cer. "There is no concentration 
on any particular subject or on 
any one group other than the 
entire junior class." 


Just two years ago, 109 cadets 


were dismissed from the acad- 
emy after several students stole 
test papers from an office and 
sold them to other cadets.

DAYTONA 
BEACH, Fla. 


(A P)—Stocky, Italian-born Ma* - 
rio Andretti gave himself a $43,* 
000 present Sunday — two days 
before his 27th birthday-with a 
lead-footed victory in the Day- 
tona 500, richest stock car race 
ever. 


"It was a lovely day," said 


Andretti, who drove a trouble- 
free Factory Ford the distance 
at an average speed of 146.926 
miles per hour despite 54 laps of 
running in fixed position under 
the caution flag. 


Andretti, of Nazareth, Pa., 


drove a brutal race, running out 
front of the starting field of 50 
for 112 of the 200 laps and beat- 
ing out Ford teammate Freddy 
Lorenzen of Elmhurst, 111., by 
one half minute. 


Lorenzen, by contrast, spent 


most of the race hiding in the 
f u e l«and-engine-saving 
slip- 


stream of one or another of the 
lead cars, lying in wait for me- 
chanical trouble to clear his 
way. 


Lorenzen's drafting of the 


leaders won him a 100-mile 
qualifying race Friday. But it 
didn't work in the main event. 
With three laps to go, Lorenzen 
found himself an impossible 25 
seconds behind and had to settle 
for $14,950 second money. 


A lap behind Lorenzen in third 


spot came James Hylton of In- 
man, 
S.C,, in a 1965 Dodge. He 


collected $10,925. Veteran Tiny 
Lund of Cross, S.C., took fourth 
place in a 1966 Plymouth and 
won $6,675. 


The 1-2 Ford finish avenged 


last year's Plymouth-Dodge vic- 
tory in the 500 and brought the 
Ford Factory entries back into 
the national stock car picture. 


The 500, with $200,000 in prize 


money, paid the biggest purses 
in stock car history and played 
to a packed house of 94,255, one 
of the biggest crowds ever to 
witness a sports event in the 
South. 


Andretti put his foot into the

If your child gets croup, put 


him in a warm room and use 
a steam kettle to humidify 
the air. Take care that he 
doesn't inhale the steam di- 
rectly. If hejshowis-any signs 
of difficult breathing your 
doctor should decide whether 
or not hospitalization is nec- 
essary. If the doctor finds an 
acute swelling in the larynx 
he will want to put your child 
in the hospital because an 
emergency 
opening in the 


windpipe below the swelling 
may be a life-saving measure. 


In a recent study, this op- 


eration 
(trachelotomy) was 


necesessary in over half of the 
children hospitalized for bac- 
terial croup. Antibiotics are 
usually effective against this 
type of croup if they are given 
early enough in the course of 
the disease. 


Viral croup is milder and 


does not require hospitalba- 
tion, antibiotics or any opera- 
tion. The child usually recov- 
ers in a few days. Attacks of 
spasmodic croup usually oc- 
cur at night when the child 
is sleeping and clear up by

morning. They may, however, 
recur two or three times a 
week.

These cards aren't likely to 
cause trouble unless you also 
miss some higher honor in 
the suit. 


East reached almost to the 


bottom of the barrel to find 
his opening spade bid but he 
did hold 11 high card points 
and a decent spade suit. This 
cream cheese opening did not 
keep North and South from 
getting to three no-trump but 
it did tell his partner what to 
open. 


Without a spade lead South 


would have had time to knock 
out both the heart and club 
aces and would have made an 
easy four no-trump. The spade 
lead gave him a problem. 


It was obvious that East 


held both missing aces. South 
was not going to have time to 
knock them both out. He 
studied the club suit and saw 
that he could make four club 
tricks if the suit broke 3-3 
for him or if he could pick 
up the ten spot some way or 
other. 


Clubs were likely to break 


4-2, but if West held the ten 
of clubs he could handle it. 
Therefore South led a club 
toward dummy at trick two 
and stuck in the nine spot. 
East produced the ten, went 
about the business of knock- 
ing out South's second high 
spade and set South two 
tricks. 


South's play had been in- 


genious but incorrect. South 
could count six tricks in the 
red suits and the ace and king 
of spades.

all the money went to "left wing 
organizations." 


"Why 
didn't they spread this 


money around," he asked. "In 
other words, 
what they have 


been doing with it, as far as I 
can see, is to finance socialism 
in America." 


He said "a little money could 


have gone to the Young Repub- 
licans, the Young Americans for 
Freedom, to some conservative 
groups." 


He spoke on CBS' "Face The 
Nation". 


Sen. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa., 


agreed separately that most of 
the money went to left-of-center 
groups. "It is just as bad to 
subsidize left-of-center groups 
as it is to subsidize right-of-cen- 
ter groups," he said. 


Wood, for'mer NSA director of 


development In charge of fund 
raising, refused for "obvious 
personal reasons" to say how he 
learned of the threat to forge 
psychiatric records. 


Wood said the CIA wanted to 


keep 
the 
threatened 
official 


from divulging anything about 
the spy agency. 


"There were Immense pres- 


sures exerted on me but by no 
one whom I wasn't already con- 
versant with, with respect to the 
CIA," he added.

Wood, two senators, a former

appeared Sunday on one or the 
other of two panels discussing 
the CIA's financial support of 
NSA.

both panels mostly discussed — 
and disagreed — on the role of a 
spy agency in a democracy and 
whether 
the 
CIA influenced 


NSA.
